The  year  was  characterised  by  epidemics  of  both  measles 
and  whooping  cough,  240  cases  of  the  former  condition  being 
notified,  compared  with  147  in  194S,  and  155  cases  of  whooping 
cough  compared  with  39  in  the  preceding  year. 

Erysipelas  notifications,  4,  were  double  what  they  were 
in  1949,  and  Pneumonia  constant  with  10  cases  in  each  year. 
Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  dropped  from  14  to  10  and  there  was  one 
case  of  Poliomyelitis,  very  mild  in  character,  compared  with  5 
notifications  of  this  disease  in  the  previous  year. 

In  1949  there  were  cases  of  Infectious  Hepatitis  and 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  but  none  of  these  occurred  in  1950. 

The  district  continues  to  be  completely  free  from 
Diphtheria  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that,  for  the  second 
year  during  which  Food  Poisoning  has  been  notifiable,  no  cases 
have  been  reported. 

The  only  deaths  from  Notifiable  Disease  were  two,  due  to 
Pneumonia . 


Tuberculosis  Statistics 

Compared  with  1949  there  was  a drop  in  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year,  the  number  of  notifications  of 
Respiratory  Disease,  2 cases,  being  the  same  in  both  years  but 
Non-Respiratory  Notifications  fell  from  5 cases  to  1. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  compared  with  4 
in  the  previous  year.

Health  Visitor  Service 


Prom  April  1949  to  July  1950  by  far  the  largest  part  of 
Horncastle  Rural  District  was  without  the  Services  of  a County 
Council  Health  Visitor,  but  this  unfortunate  state  of  affairs 
was  righted  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  much  leeway  of  Routine 
Health  visiting  - which  had  fallen  badly  into  arrears  in  the 
interim  - was  made  up. 
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Home  Help  Service 


Daring  1950  there  was  still  no  Home-Help  Service  in 
the  Rural  District  and  it  is  very  difficult  indeed  to  recruit 
suitable  persons  for  this  work. 

Treatment  Centres  & Clinics 


Facilities,  as  detailed  in  previous  Annual  Reports 
continued  to  be  available  at  the  County  Council’s  Clinics  in 
Eorncastle  and  Louth  and  at  the  Methodist  Church  Schoolroom, 
Coningsby,  but  because  of  the  small  attendance  at  the  School 
Minor  Ailments  Clinic  held  at  the  last  named,  place,  the  session 
was  cut  from  two  hours  to  one  hour,  only,  on  Monday  mornings. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic  and  Dispensary 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  October,  1949  the  Central 
Lincolnshire  Chest  Unit  took  over  this  Clinic  in  Eorncastle  but 
continued  the  work  there.  In  April,  1950,  however,  this  Clinic 
was  closed  down  thereby  depriving  the  district  of  a facility 
which  it  had  had  available  to  it  under  County  Council  auspices. 
Because  of  the  absence  of  X-Ray  equipment,  it  cannot  be 
pretended  that  the  Horncastle  Clinic  was  ideal,  but  it  is  not 
essential  for  every  chest  case  to  be  X-Rayed  on  the  occasion  of 
each  supervisory  examination  and  within  its  limitations  the 
Horncastle  Chest  Clinic  fulfilled  a very  real  need.  Patients 
now  have  to  go  to  Lincoln,  Louth  or  Boston  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  sometime  in  the  future  the  old  facilities  at 
Horncastle  will  be  restored. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Sec. 47. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  the  Council  was 
recommended  to  apply  for  one  removal  order  during  the  year. 

The  case  was  not,  however,  fully  proceeded  with  because  the 
lady  in  question,  with  the  assistance  of  her  Solicitors,  made 
satisfactory  arrangements  for  her  welfare  and  care,  which  were 
fully  acceptable  to  the  Council.  Such  an  outcome  is  infinitely 
to  be  preferred  to  compulsory  removal  to  an  Institution  - a 
distasteful  step  even  when  absolutely  necessary. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT 


Housing 


Housing  progress  proceeded  during  the  year,  34  new 
houses  being  supplied  by  the  local  authority.  A total  of  39 
houses  were  otherwise  built  in  the  district,  these,  apart  from 
the  few  which  present  circumstances  permit  to  private  enterprise 
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building,  forming  part  of  the  Married  Quarters  at  R.A.P. 

Station,  Coningsby, 

The  housing  position  does  not  yet,  however,  allow  of 
the  demolition  of  certain  very  bad  properties  known  to  exist, 
because  with  regard  to  houses  it  is  still  true  that  half  a loaf 
is  better  than  no  bread  and  it  is  also  true  that  the  unavoidably 
high  rents  of  new  houses,  compared  with  the  three  or  four 
shillings  per  week  rent  of  old  properties  acts  as  a deterrent 
to  many  prospective  applicants. 

Water  Supplies 


Throughout  the  year  the  Council  vigorously  pursued  its 
policy  of  extending  water  mains  and  initiating  new  water  supply 
schemes  in  many  parts  of  the  District,  despite  the  fact  that 
what  is  hoped  will  ultimately  form  the  chief  source  of  supply  - 
bores  in  the  neighbouring  Louth  Rural  District  - produced  no 
water  available  to  Eorncastle  Rural  District  during  the  year 
and  the  arrangements  with  other  water  undertakings,  which  had 
operated  as  detailed  in  this  report  for  1949,  were  continued, 
the  Council,  itself,  continuing  to  operate  the  Small  Supply 
Sources  at  Market  Stainton  and  Benniworth. 

By  the  year's  end  a total  of  27  villages  had  a piped 
water  supply  available  and  it  is  estimated  that  99^  of  houses 
in  these  villages  had  actually  an  internal,  as  opposed  to  a 
communal,  supply. 

Samples  of  water  from  private  supplies,  mostly  of  the 
pump  and  shallow  well  type,  revealed  as  in  previous  years  the 
unsatisfactory  bacteriological  standard  of  the  vast  majority  of 
such  water  sources. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Work  on  the  Coningsby  and  Tattershall  Sewage  Disposal 
Scheme,  begun  in  the  Autumn  of  1949,  proceeded  throughout  1950, 
and  improvements  were  made  on  the  Disposal  Plant  itself  by  the 
provision  of  an  extra  Rotary  filter. 

No  material  progress  was  made  with  a similar  scheme  for 
the  village  of  Wragby,  the  difficulty  of  acquiring  a suitable 
site  for  the  disposal  plant  not  having  been  overcome. 

House  Refuse  Collection 


This  service,  in  its  first  full  year  of  working,  has 
been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public.  One  would,  however, 
like  to  see  more  frequent  collections  than  the  quarterly  round 
which  covers  most  parts  of  the  district,  but  it  has  to  be 
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admitted  that  expense  in  this,  or  any  other  public  utility 
service  is  a factor  which  is  bound  to  weigh  heavily  when 
decisions  are  made  about  the  extension  of  facilities  at  a 
time  in  the  world’s  history  when  heavy  expenditure  produces 
only  disproportionately  small  benefits.
